STATE  SUMMARY 

A total  of  1,202,511*  fruit  trees  of  all  types  and  ages  was  reported  in  the  196U  Com- 
mercial Fruit  Tree  Census.  This  is  1 percent  more  than  the  1,190,1*57  trees  reported 
in  1962  and  5 percent  more  than  the  1,11*1,056  trees  reported  in  I960.  Trees  of  non- 
bearing ages  totaled  196,728  which  is  31  percent  less  than  the  286,996  young  trees 
reported  in  1962.  The  trees  of  bearing  age,  however,  increased  11  percent  from  903,1*61 
trees  in  1962  to  1,005,786  trees  reported  in  1961*. 


The  leading  fruit  in  Idaho,  as  measured  by  the  total  number  of  trees  continues  to  be 
apples,  accounting  for  35  percent  of  the  total  number.  Other  fruits  in  order  of  im- 
portance are  prunes,  peaches,  plums,  sweet  cherries,  pears,  sour  cherries,  apricots  and 
nectarines.  Increases  of  2,  16,  and  1 percent  respectively  in  the  total  number  of  apple, 
plum  and  sweet  cherry  trees  more  than  offset  decreases  in  the  remaining  6 fruits.  This 
year's  total  number  of  orchards  at  572  is  down  9 percent  from  the  626  orchards  enumera- 
ted in  1962  and  19  percent  less  than  the  709  in  I960.  This  continues  the  downward  trend 
of  recent  years . 


This  survey  of  fruit  trees  by  age  and  variety  was  made  by  the  Idaho  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  cooperation  with  the  U.S.D.A.  Statistical  Reporting  Service  for  Idaho.  As 
in  previous  surveys,  the  actual  tree  count  was  made  by  the  State  Horticultural  Inspec- 
tors and  the  tabulations  were  made  in  the  office  of  the  Agricultural  Statistician.

A total  of  1+21+  orchards,  7k  percent  of  the  total  orchards,  reported  apples  in  the  1961+ 
enumeration.  The  number  of  apple  orchards  is  5 percent  less  than  the  UU7  orchards  which 
reported  apples  in  1962.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  orchards  reporting  apples  follows 
a general  decreasing  trend  that  has  been  experienced  since  1956.  There  has  been  a 21+ 
percent  decrease  in  the  number  of  apple  orchards  on  the  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
since  1956. 

The  total  number  of  apple  trees  at  1418,608  reported  in  1961+  shows  a 2 percent  increase 
over  the  number  reported  in  1962.  The  trees  of  non-bearing  age  decreased  35  percent  to 
116,892  while  the  bearing  trees  increased  30  percent  to  301,716  trees.  The  number  of 
apple  trees  has  been  increasing  an  average  of  about  3l+,500  trees  in  each  biennial  enumera- 
tion since  195U.  However,  the  increases  have  been  less  than  average  during  the  past  few 
years .

Red  Delicious  apples  continue  to  be  the  leading  variety  accounting  for  kb  percent  of  the 
total  number  of  apple  trees  reported.  Other  varieties  of  importance  are  Red  and  Black 
Rome  Beauty,  Red  and  Black  Jonathans,  Dwarf  Red  Delicious  and  Golden  Delicious.  These 
k varieties  combined  account  for  Ifj  percent  of  the  total  trees.  In  1962,  Red  Delicious 
apples  accounted  for  1|1  percent  of  the  total  trees,  while  Red  and  Black  Rome  Beauty, 

Red  and  Black  Jonathans,  Dwarf  Red  Delicious  and  Golden  Delicious  varieties  combined 
accounted  for  b2  percent  of  the  total  apple  trees.  The  following  chart  shows  the  percent- 
age breakdown  of  the  5 leading  varieties  as  reported  in  1961;.

A total  of  19l+  orchards  reported  pear  trees  in  the  1961;  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
enumeration.  This  is  3U  percent  of  the  total  orchards  and  is  11  percent  less  than  218 
orchards  reporting  pears  in  1962.  The  number  of  orchards  reporting  pear  trees  has  been 
steadily  declining  since  19ll9  when  the  first  orchard  count  was  shown  in  the  biennial  Fruit 
Tree  Census. 

A total  of  Uf>j360  pear  trees  of  all  ages  was  reported  in  the  1961;  enumeration.  Of  the 
total,  10,383  trees  or  23  percent  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  3k, 977  trees  or  77  percent 
were  of  bearing  age.  Since  1962,  there  has  been  a 2 percent  decrease  in  the  total  number 
of  pear  trees  reported.  The  number  of  non-bearing  trees  has  declined  27-  percent  while 
the  number  of  bearing  trees  has  increased  9 percent.

A total  of  339  orchards  reported  prune  trees  during  the  I96I4.  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
enumeration.  This  is  59  percent  of  the  total  orchards  and  is  9 percent  less  than  the  371 
orchards  reporting  prunes  in  1962.  The  number  of  orchards  reporting  prune  trees  has  been 
steadily  declining  since  19U9  when  the  first  orchard  count  was  shown  in  the  biennial  Fruit 
Tree  Census. 

In  the  196U  enumeration,  a total  of  350,908  prune  trees  of  all  ages  was  reported.  Of  the 
total,  21 , 8U2  trees  or  6 percent  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  329^066  trees  or  9k  percent 
were  of  bearing  age.  Since  1962,  when  the  last  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census  was  taken, 
there  has  been  a decline  of  3 percent  in  the  total  number  of  prune  trees.  During  the  same 
period  the  number  of  non-bearing  trees  declined  16  percent  and  the  trees  of  bearing  age 
declined  2 percent.

PLUMS 

A total  of  172  orchards  reported  plum  trees  in  the  1961;  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
enumeration.  This  is  30  percent  of  the  total  orchards  reporting  and  is  6 percent  more 
than  162  orchards  reporting  plums  in  1962.  The  number  of  orchards  reporting  plums  de- 
creased from  169  reporting  in  1959  to  157  orchards  reporting  in  1958.  Since  1958  there 
has  been  a slight  increase  shown  every  two  years. 

In  the  I96I1  enumeration,  a total  of  117,585  plum  trees  of  all  ages  was  reported.  Of  the 
total,  23,218  trees  or  20  percent  were  of  non-bearing  age  and  95,267  trees  or  80  percent 
were  of  bearing  age.  Since  1962,  when  the  last  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census  was  taken, 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  16  percent  in  the  total  number  of  trees.  During  the  same 
period  the  number  of  non-bearing  trees  decreased  39  percent  while  the  trees  of  bearing 
age  increased  59  percent .

A total  of  236  orchards  reported  peach  trees  in  the  196k  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census 
enumeration.  This  is  IpL  percent  of  the  total  number  enumerated  this  year  and  is  8 per- 
cent less  than  the  257  orchards  raising  peaches  in  1962.  The  number  of  orchards  report- 
ing peaches  has  been  steadily  declining  since  the  first  orchard  count  was  shown  in  19b9 » 

There  were  lli7*65l  peach  trees  of  all  ages  reported  in  the  I96I4.  enumeration.  Of  the  total, 
12,518  trees,  or  8 percent,  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  135*13 3 trees,  or  92  percent, 
were  of  bearing  ages.  Since  1962,  the  total  number  of  peach  trees  reported  decreased  very 
slightly  while  the  trees  of  non-bearing  age  decreased  30  percent  and  the  bearing  trees  in- 
creased k percent.

A total  of  209  orchards  reported  sweet  cherry  trees  in  the  1961;  Commercial  Fruit  Tree 
Census  enumeration.  This  is  37  percent  of  the  total  number  of  orchards  reporting  and  is 
11  percent  less  than  the  23U  orchards  reporting  sweet  cherries  in  1962.  The  number  re- 
porting sweet  cherries  has  generally  declined  since  19h9  when  the  first  count  of  orchards 
was  shown  in  the  biennial  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census. 

In  the  196U  enumeration,  a total  of  80,218  sweet  cherry  trees  of  all  ages  was  reported. 

Of  the  total,  7*253  trees  or  9 percent  were  of  non-bearing  age  and  72,965  trees  or  91  per- 
cent were  of  bearing  age.  Since  1962,  when  the  last  enumeration  was  taken,  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  7 percent  in  the  total  number  of  trees.  During  the  same  period,  the  number 
of  non-bearing  trees  increased  about  1 percent  and  the  number  of  bearing  trees  increased 
8 percent.

In  the  19  61+  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census,  10l+  orchards  reported  sour  cherry  trees.  This 
is  18  percent  of  the  total  orchards  and  is  20  percent  less  than  the  130  orchards  reporting 
sour  cherry  trees  in  1962,  The  number  of  orchards  reporting  sour  cherry  trees  has  been 
steadily  declining  since  191+9  when  the  first  count  of  orchards  was  shown  in  the  Idaho 
Fruit  Tree  Census. 

A total  of  28,523  sour  cherry  trees  of  all  ages  was  enumerated.  Of  the  total,  l+,592  or 
16  percent  were  of  non-bearing  ages  and  23,931  or  81+  percent  were  of  bearing  age.  Since 
1962,,  when  the  last  enumeration  was  taken,  there  has  been  a 1 percent  decline  in  the  total 
number  of  trees.  During  the  same  period  the  trees  of  non=bearing  age  increased  1+5  percent 
and  the  trees  of  bearing  age  decreased  7 percent.

APRICOTS 


In  the  196U  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census  enumeration,  a total  of  12l|  orchards  reported 
apricot  trees.  This  is  22  percent  of  the  total  number  of  orchards  reporting  and  is  lb 
percent  less  than  the  lli5  that  reported  apricot  trees  during  the  1962  enumeration  . The 
number  of  orchards  reporting  apricots  has  been  steadily  declining  since  19b9  when  the 
first  orchard  count  in  connection  with  the  Fruit  Tree  Census  was  shown. 


A total  of  9,731  apricot  trees  of  all  ages  was  enumerated.  Of  the  total  only  30  trees 
were  reported  to  be  of  non-bearing  age.  The  remainder,  9,701  trees,  vary  from  3 to  20+ 
years  of  age.  Since  1962  the  total  number  of  apricot  trees  has  decreased  23  percent, 
bearing  trees  decreased  18  percent  and  the  trees  of  non-bearing  age  decreased  from  8l8 
reported  in  1962  to  30  trees  in  I96I4..

This 
is  the  same  as  the  number  reporting  in  1962.  Nectarines  have  been  included  in  the  fruit 
tree  census  since  195*8  at  which  time  5 orchards  reported  this  fruit. 

A total  of  1|5030  nectarine  trees  was  enumerated  this  year.  This  compares  with  6581*9  trees 
reported  in  1962.  All  of  the  reported  trees  this  year  are  of  bearing  age  with  79  percent 
of  the  trees  being  5-9  years  of  age.

In  the  196U  Commercial  Fruit  Tree  Census  taken  by  the  Idaho  Inspectors,  8 orchards  were 
reported  from  Malheur  County.  A total  of  210  acres  were  reported  this  year,,  which  derives 
to  an  average  of  26  acres  in  fruit  trees  per  orchard  reporting. 

A total  of  16,697  fruit  trees  of  all  ages  was  reported.  Apples  and  prunes  were  the  main 
fruits  reported  in  this  area  accounting  for  55  and  21  percent  respectively.  The  majority 
of  the  trees  reported  were  in  the  6-19  year  old  age  group.  New  plantings  are  generally 
confined  to  plums.
